7. The recurring expenditure on dally supply of flowers, 
Sandal and Candles to the Holy Shrine, Payment of Electri¬ 
city and Water charge, payment of salary to staff, Scholm- 
ships to studpnts, help to the poor, expenditure on daily 
langer, on maintenance of Dargah Shareef and Guest Houses, 
etc. have been made regularly and satisfactorily. 

Urs Mubarak of Hazrat Khwaja Gharib Nawaz (R. A.) 

8. Urs Khwaja MomUddin Chishty (R.A.V commenced on 
1st Rajah 1407 corresponditlg to 2nd March, 1987 and was 
over ^ter Bara Qul on 9th Rajab corresponding to 10th 
March, 1987. During the first three days of the Urs there 
was rather steady flow of the pilgirms but on the fourth day 
the influx of the pilgjims increased suddenly so much that 
on 5th Rajab almost 2 lac zaircen participated in Friday 
prayers. It was a record crowd which was not witnessed 
by the people of Ajmer after partition. Every thing went ofl 
extremely well and Friday prayers passed oflf peacefully due 
to strict vigilance and elaborate administrative arrangements 
made by the Dargah and District Administration. The 
Dargah Administration had installed loudspeakers well be- 
yound Police Station Gunj in anticipation of the expected 
larger crowd than last year. 

9. Qul ceremony was held on 6th Rajab corresponding 
to 7th March, 1987 which went off extremely well. The 
coverage of the Urs Programme and ceremonies by the AIR 
and TV Units was good and encouraging. However, in the 
morning of 6th Rajab corresponding to vth March, 1987 an 
unfortunate incident occurred between 6.45 and 7 a.m. 
when, due to heavy rush of zaireen, six persons including 
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iive women died and 19 were injured. The situation was 
brought under control within not time. The dead bodies 
were extricated and identified almost immediately. Injured 
were given immediate medical aid. The Darguh Committee 
held an emergency meeting and expressed its deep sorrow 
and grief on the unfortunate incident and passed a condo¬ 
lence resolution. The Committee also sanctioned Rs. SOOO/- 
each to the next of of the kin of those who died and an 
aggregate sum of Rs. 5000/- to the injured persons. 
The State Govt, ordered an enquiry by the Commissioner, 
Ajmer Division and announced the he^ of Rs. 10,000/- 
each to the next of kin of those who died. 

10. All administrative arrangements in particular police, 
water supply, electricity, hygiene, sanitation and cleanliness 
were good and remained satisfactory throughout the Urs 
Services of Railways and Roadways were adequate and re¬ 
mained satisfactory. 

11. Pakistan delegation consi.sting of 280 zaireen attended 
the Urs and presented ‘Chadar’ at the Holy Shrine. They 
were accommodated at the Govt. Girls H. S. School. The 
arrangements for their stay were made by the District 
administration. 

12. The Dargah Administration in anticipation of larger 
crowd than the previous years employed extra Chapiasis 
and Safai Walaa almost double the number of last year. 
High standard of cleanliness and hygiene was maintained 
within fhc Dargah premises a» well as in Dargah 
Guest Houses Ajmer. An enquiry office was established 
by the Dargah Co mm ittee at Buland Darwaza. Over 
130 lost childrcn/old adults were restored to their parents/ 
wards. 

13. Free medical cover was provided by five dispensaries 
(two Allopathic, one homoeopathic and two unani) which 
remained open round tho clock. In all 19,914 patients were 
given free medicines and treatment. 

14. More than 3 lac zaireen paid their homage to the 
Holy Shrine. Over 2,500 private buses had arrived from 
various parts of India. This year^ it was a record gathering 
in the memory of the inhabitants of Ajmer after Indepen¬ 
dence. But for the unfortunate incident of 7th morning 
every thing went off extremely well despite the fact that 
there was an unprecedented rush of pilgrims this year. 
Lessons have been learnt and remedial measures are in hand 
to avoid such an unfortunate incident in future. The catas¬ 
trophe miraculously came under control within no time. 
This has been a redeeming feature and we are grateful to 
God. The Dargah staff who had to work against heavy 
odds, discharged their duties with devotion and dedication. 
Cooperation of district authorities with the Dargah Adminis¬ 
tration was excellent. The district officials from top to 
bottom worked very sincerely. 

Rituals of Dargah Shareef : 

13. The Mahafil of annual Urs Shareef of Gharib Nawaz 
and Khwaja Usman Harooni and other Mahflls of Jumerats 
(Thursdays) and Chhati Shareef (Sixth of every Islamic 
month) were performed properly. The "Airas” of Khulefae 
Rashidin, Muharram. Shareef, Idd Miladun Nabi, etc. were 
observed with solemnity. 


Audit of Accounts : 

16. Audit of the Dargah Accounts for the year 1986-87' 
has been carried out by the A. G. Rajasthan. The accounts 
were maintained properly. There have not been any serious 
objections /observations. The Audit Report for the year 
under review is ‘Nil’. A copy of Audit certificate is at 
Appendix ‘A’, 

Financial Aid and Welfare Activities : 

17. The following major expenses on welfare and social 
activities have been incurred during the year under report;— 

(a) Stipend to Widows and Needy : A sum of 
Rs. 35,400/- to 173 widows of Khadims, Non Kha- 


dims, Pcerzadgan, local and out side Ajmer, was 
given during the year under review. 

(b) Scholarships to Medical and Technical Students \ A 
sum of Rs. 4,794/- as merit-cum-megns scholarahins 
to poor students at the rate of Rs. 100/- p.m. has 
been given to 4 students during ■ the year under 
review. It is proposed to increase the number of 
scholarships during the next financial year. 

(c) Tajheez-o-Takfin (Burial of unclaimed Bodies) ; A 
sum of Rs. 13,410/- has been spent on burial of un¬ 
claimed bodies and of those who could not afford 
the expenses. 

(d) Aid to Poor Students, Poor Parents, Sadir-o-Warld, 
Victims of Theft /Pick-Pocketing etc : A sum of 
Rs. IT‘,023/- has been spent in giving financial aid 
to the above category of needy persons. 

(e) Aid to Educational Institutions : A sum of 
Rs. 4.200/- has been given to Mohammed Ali 
Memorial Higher Secondary School, Beawer for im¬ 
parting religious education. 

(f) Medical Aid to Staff and Others: A sum of 
Rs. 4,075/- in cash was disbursed on account of 
Medical Aid to staff and others. 

(g) Supply of Free Medicines and Maintenance of Dis¬ 
pensaries ; The Dargah Committee is running two 
full fledged free dispensaries. Homoeopathic and 
Unani. During the year under review over one 
lac people were given free medicines in the two dis¬ 
pensaries. A total sum of Rs, 62,16()/'- was spent 
on running the two dispensaries, 

Lungar in Ramzan and Iftari to Prisonejs of Central Jail : 

18. Approximately 300 poor Rozdurs have been given two 
sumptuous meals daily during Ramzan. In addition to this. 
Iftari including ice, sugar etc, for 27 Central Jail prisoners 
who observed fast was arranged throughout the month of 
Ramzan. A total sum of Rs. 16,650^- has been spent on 
this count. 

Daily Langar : 

19. Daily Langar (cooked poridge wheat and barlev) has 
been distributed twice daily to all without any distinction. 
The expenditure for the whole year amounts to Rs, 69,733/-. 


Achievements : 

20. Some of the more important achievements during the 
year under review arc given below — 

(a) New Generating Set : The two existing generating 
sets of 10 KVA and 6 KVA were not found suffi¬ 
cient for maintaining uninterrupted supply of elec¬ 
tricity to the Dargah Shareef. and the guest houses. 
Hence, a new diesel generating set of 15 KVA was 
purchased last year. This entailed an expenditure 
of more than Seventy Fight Thousand rupees. 

(b) Cleaning of Ihalra : Jhalra is the only source of 
water supply to the Dargah Shareef and the adjoin¬ 
ing mohallas. Its cleaning was long over due. The 
Dargfih administration spent a sum of about 
Rs. 12,000/'- and got it cleaned during last summer 
(1986). 

(c) Exemption from Payment of Land and Building 
Tax : After sustained efforts made by the Dargah 
administration for more than one year, the land and 
buildings of Dargah Khwaia Sahib Endowment have 
been exempted by the Rajasthan Qoyeinment from 
the levy of the land and building tax w.e.f. 1973. 
We are grateful to the Government of Rajasthan for 
their benevolence. 

(d) Increase in Pay of Staff : Special attention was paid 
to the plight of the staff and hence their pay was 
increased from time to time with the result that 
the present pay of Chaprasi is lust the double of 
what he was getting in 1981-82. _ The same is the 
case with other employees. During the year 1986-

21. The Dargah Committee has planned to take up. the 
following, projects for the development of Dargah proper¬ 
ties 

(a) Renovation of Gumbad Shareef. 

(b) Opening of Maternity Centre. 

(c) Replacement of red stone with marble within Dargah 
Shareef. 

(d) Improvement of Dargah Library. 

(e) Construction of residential-cujp-shoping complex at 
Dargah' Bungalow. 

(f) Further improvement of farm land at village Kair. 
fg) Construction of latrines near Solah Khajnba. 

Meelinp of the Darnah Committee ; 

22. Of the four meetings scheduled for the year under re¬ 
view only three were held. One meeting could not be held 
due to want of quorum. 

ItiCtease in Rental Income : 

23. There has been steady increase in the rental income of 
the Dargah properties. During the year under review the 
rental income of the Dargah Shareef increased by 30.030/- 
per annum. 

Conclusion : 

24. The year imder review has been u year of development, 
progress and prosperity. The total net income during the 

.^ear under review reached to the tunc of Rs. 22,90.290/-. 


It is heartening to note that this income is almost two and 
a half times of the income of the year 1981-82. More stress 
was laid on welfare activities and extending help to poor 
and needy people, A beautiful new guest house for zaircen 
became fglly functional. Extensive repairs of Dargah pro¬ 
perties have been carried out which besides extending the 
life of the properties provides employment opportunities to 
hundreds of labourers and artisans. Substantial increase in 
the pay of the Dargah Staff was gj anted. The Dargah Com¬ 
mittee continues to strive for providing better and better faci¬ 
lities to the devotees and for extending the area of its chari¬ 
table and welfare activities amongst the needy and the pool’.
